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Council Establishes New City 
Code Enforcement Program

Effective January 1 the city will assume new responsi¬ 
bilities for reviewing permit applications and enforcing 
standards for the maintenance of all buildings and proper¬ 
ties in the city. At its November 23 regular meeting, the 
Greenbelt City Council gave final approval to legislation 
defining the city's responsibilities, establishing a budget 
and setting fees and penalties. 


Proposal for Cafe Cinema 
Before Council on Monday

The future of the P&G Old Greenbelt Theatre in 
Roosevelt Center will be the subject of a city council work- 
session next Monday, December 21 at 8 p.m. Paul Sanchez, 
owner of the theater, appeared before the Greenbelt City 
Council at its December 14 regular meeting to discuss his 
plans. 


At the meeting, city officials 
expressed two main reasons for 
establishing the code enforcement 
program. The first is to ensure 
it is aware of all development 
planned for the city by forcing 
developers to obtain a city per¬ 
mit. The other is concern about 
the county’s ability, faced with 
significant budget cuts, to ade¬ 
quately enforce property main¬ 
tenance standards. City Manager 
Daniel Hobbs pointed out that 
70 percent of the housing in the 
city is more than 20 years old. 
The code enforcement program 
is needed, he said, to keep Green¬ 
belt a quality community. 

The ordinance was opposed by 
all those who came before coun¬ 
cil to express an opinion. None¬ 
theless, council unanimously 
approved the legislation without 
amendment. 

There are two main areas of 
the program. The first is city 
review of all building permit 
applications for properties with¬ 
in the city. The second is a pro¬ 
gram of city oversight of prop¬ 
erty maintenance. The city gov¬ 
ernment expects that the costs 
of the program, estimated at 
$99100, will be offset by reve¬ 
nues from the fees. 

In order to run the program 
the city will hire two full-time 
inspectors, upgrade the current 
inspector to a supervisory in¬ 
spector, hire a full-time secre¬ 
tary and increase the position 
of Director of Planning and De¬ 
velopment, currently held by 
Celia Wilson, by one grade. The 
staff will have use of three city 
vehicles and be housed outside 
of the Municipal Building. 

Legal Questions 

The city could be faced with 
legal challenges of the new pro¬ 
gram. Several representatives of 
developers and commercial prop¬ 
erty owners charged that the city 
could not legally implement the 
program. Nancy Slepicka, an at¬ 
torney with Fossett and Brug- 
ger which represents Capital 
Office Park and the Greenbelt 
Marriott, argued that the state 
has preempted municipalities 
from reviewing building permits. 
She cited an opinion of Assist¬ 
ant Attorney General Richard 
E. Israel that supports her po^ 
sition. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
disputed both this opinion and 
Slepicka’s contention that the or¬ 
dinance is too vague to be en¬ 
forceable. 

Permit Review 

Anyone requiring a county 
building permit for construction 
or renovations within the city 
limits will now be required to 
also obtain a city permit. Wilson 


said that the city will examine 
city issues only and will not 
duplicate the county review. Man- 
zi said that the city will nor 
review technical questions such 
as inspecting electrical or plumb¬ 
ing work. 

Private homeowners will also 
be affected. Many of the ap¬ 
proximately 200 permit applica¬ 
tions received each year pertain 
to home improvements suen as 
deck construction. Residents will 
face the same fee schedule as 
commercial developers: $15 plus 
$3 per $1,000 value of work, up 
to a maximum fee of $1,000 in 
addition to the county permit 
application fee.

tion represented various devel¬ 
opers and property owners with¬ 
in the city.

Slepicka confirmed that a city 
permit would be required for 
“fit-up” permits, used for reno¬ 
vation of office spaee. She said 
this work did not seem to fall 
within the “intent items” of the 
ordinance and imposed an undue 
expense and delay upon the prop¬ 
erty owner.

Landfill Legislation 

Bill Barron, of the Community 
Preservation Coalition- sought 
GEAC’s support for upcoming 
legislation by Prince Georges 
County councilmember Richard 
Castaldi, The proposed legisla¬ 
tion, to be introduced in Janu¬ 
ary, will require that new coun¬ 
ty landfills be placed on lots 
no smaller than 500 acres, inc’ud- 
ing a 1200 foot buffer along the 
perimeter. According to Barron, 
currently a landfill can be sited 
on tracts smaller than 100 acres 
and waste can be deposited with¬ 
in 50 to 100 feet of a home. 

Barron said that his organiza¬ 
tion supports Castaldi’s efforts 
to limit possible expansion of the 
Sandy Hill landfill near Bowie. 
His group seeks to minimize the 
need for landfills by lowering the 
“waste stream” going into land 
fills through recycling. Barron 
feels that the landfill issue is a 
county-wide concern and request¬ 
ed that GEAC members write 
letters to Castaldi in an effort 
to show strong community sup¬ 
port of the upcoming legislation. 

The next meeting of GEAC 
will be held at the Win^or 
Green Community Center on 
January 7 at 7:30 p.m. 


Theater patrons have put 1,754 
signatures on petitions support¬ 
ing conversion of the theater to 
a cinema and cafe format serv¬ 
ing food as well as beer and 
wine. Before Sanchez can con¬ 
vert the operation, he needs a 
change in state law to permit 
such operations in Prince Georges 
County- then he needs to obtain 
a liquor license. In addition, he 
must wait until the elementary 
school is relocated from Center 
School to the new north end 
facility. 

Although the theater is cur¬ 
rently losing money, Sanchez told 
council he is willing to keep the 
theater open while he waits for 
these events to occur provided 
the city government does not op¬ 
pose the changes. 

Council member Thomas White 
suggested the work session to 
discuss how to proceed. There 
was general agreement when 
council member Rodney Roberts 
expressed his hope that there 
would be a well publicized public 
hearing on the matter before 
council took a final position. 

To assure that all citizens, not 
just theater patrons, are aware 
of the proposal. Council member 
Antoinette Bram suggested that 
Sanchez place notices in this pa¬ 
per of his plans. Mayor Gil Weid- 
enfeld made certain Sanchez un¬ 
derstood that this proposal rep¬ 
resented the opinion of one coun¬ 
cil member.

Both Sanchez and theater man¬ 
ager Cheryl Reed told council 
that they “had no intention'’ of 
changing the types of films they 
show and that they will continue 
with their family format Reed

said they were considering a 
family night during the week 
when no alcohol would be served 
and that they planned a 5 p.m.

Council passed a motion per¬ 
mitting an executive session fol¬ 
lowing the work session if needed 
to discuss strategy with its legal 
counsel.

Construction of a memorial 
tj honor all women who have 
served in the armed forces from 
the Revolutionary* War through 
today and into the future was 
mandated by Congress in 1986. 
The memorial will be built in 
the nation's cairtal at the ma 
entrance to Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

The heart of the memorial will 
oe a computer register which 
wili feature the photographs, rec¬ 
ord'- of service and memorable 
stories of the women who have 
served in U.S, armed forces. The 
foundation seeks to register the 
400,000 women currently serving 
on active duty, in the National 
Guard and in the reserves, the 
1.2 million female veterans in the 
United States and all of the wo¬ 
men who have contributed to 
the nation’s military efforts 
since the Revolutionary War. 
There are an estimated 29,200 
female veterans living in Mary¬ 
land.

Beltway Plaza Developers, sup¬ 
ported Slepicka's arguments that 
the law was unnecessary, that the 
city did not have the power to 
implement the law and that it 
was too vague as drafted. He 
added that the city did not have 
the expertise necessary to as¬ 
sume the work. 

Rob Williams of Combined 
Properties (owners of Greenway 
Shopping Center) argued that 
the city would lose more quality 
economic development than it 
will gain by enacting the ordi¬ 
nance. He said the increased gov¬ 
ernment r<*eu!ation will make it 
difficult f^r his company to at¬ 
tract quality tenants* 

Code Enforcement 

Under the code enforcement 
section of the ordinance, thp city 
becomes responsible for enforc¬ 
ing property maintenance stan¬ 
dards. As such it can insne-'t all 
residential and commercial prop¬ 
erties in the city to ensme com¬ 
pliance. Owners ‘of rental units 
must obtain an occupancy license 
each year- 

Rudy Horton, representing 
Springhill Lake, obieeted to the 
cost of the city license. The 
license will cost $33/apartment 
unit/year. He said that the cur¬ 
rent county license costs *50 
every two years, Horton also 
found the requirement for an 
annual license to be a burden. At 
the time of renewal the city can 
inspect the property. According 
to Horton, the county imposes 
annual inspections to penalize 
property owners who have not 
maintained their properties. 

Horton argued that although 
his company maintains its prop¬ 
erty, an inspection of any prop¬ 
erty will usually turn up at least 
a few minor problems that must 
be fixed. He said that the city 
program will cost his company 
an additional $27,000 per year 
over the cost of the county pio- 
gram, excluding the cost of any 
extra repair work. He asked 
council to adopt the countv fee 
schedule. 

Hobbs said that the city had 
reduced the cost from its initial 
proposal of $40/unit/year. How¬ 
ever he said that the program 
cannot be funded for less than 
m/unit/year. The program, 
Hobbs said, is not a revenue pro¬ 
ducer. 

Kapastein of Beltway Plaza, 
argued that the program dupli¬ 
cates county piocedures and in¬ 
creases the economic risk for 
small companies. He said that the 
competitive market for commer¬ 
cial property forces owners to 
maintain their properties in or¬ 
der to attract ana retain tenants.

The Twelve Holiday Lifesavers 
are: 

Don’t Drink and Drive — Al¬ 
cohol affects drivers’ judgment 
vision, reaction time, coordina¬ 
tion and alertness. If you know 
someone has been drinking, don’t 
allow them to drive. 

Obey Speed Limit—When the 
speed limit is exceeded, there is 
a greater chance of your being 
involved in an accident and oe- 
ing seriously injured or killed. 

Wear Safety Belts — Safety 
belts reduce the risk of injury 
or death. 

Use Child Safety Seats—Fatal 
accidents have occurred involv¬ 
ing children not in child safety 
seats at speeds as slow as 12 
m.p.h. 

Drive with the Proper Atti¬ 
tude—Be courteous, cautious and 
considerate. Concentrate on what 
is happening. 

Don’t Follow too Closely — 
Allow at least two seconds be¬ 
tween the time a vehicle in front 
of you passes a stationary ob¬ 
ject and the time you pass it. 
Increase the distance *f you’re 
driving a larger vehicle, at night, 
or in poor road conditions. 

Don’t Drive with Tunnel Vis¬ 
ion — Scan the road. Look far 
ahead so you can anticipate prob¬ 
lems and see traffic patterns. 
Check your mirrors periodically. 

Grant the Right of Way — 
Make sure the traffic is clear 
before pulling onto the road, 

Keep Your Car in Good Me¬ 
chanical Condition—Make sure 
all equipment is in good work¬ 
ing order—wipers, horn, exhaust, 
mirrors, tires and lights.

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Monthly Charge Deferral 
Not Allowed by GHI Board

The December 3 Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) Board of 
Directors’ meeting was relatively short, with discussion cen¬ 
tering on subleasing and deferral of monthly charges on 
unsold units. Staff gave concise reports on key departments 
and the board authorized for first reading its 1993 budget 
expenditure of $6,491,932. In the absence of Board Presi¬ 
dent Ray McCawley, Vice President Alan Freas presided. 


Subleasing 

•A member’s reqquest to sub¬ 
lease her unsold unit was ap¬ 
proved. However, board members 
emphasized that only the board 
can authorize a sublease and ap¬ 
prove a tenant for purchase of 
a unit. This discussion arose 
when the issue of subleasing with 
option to buy was proposed. The 
board plans to review its rental 
policy at its next meeting. 

Deferral of Monthly Charges 

Because the supply of units for 
sale continues to exceed the de¬ 
mand, staff is receiving with 
increasing frequency- requests 
from sellers that they be allowed 
to defer their monthly charges 
until settlement. GHI’s current 
policy does not permit this prac¬ 
tice and unless a payment plan 
has been entered into- GHI can 
take legal action after monthly 
payments are in arrears for GO 
days. Manager Ron Colton asked 
the board to affirm this policy. 
He said that it is important for 


GHI members and realtors to 
know and follow this policy. 

Board member Margaret Ho- 
gensen said that she would be 
reluctant to permit deferral of 
charges since the operations of 
GHI require a regular flow of 
income. Other board members 
were concerned that Co-op mem¬ 
bers might defer charges to such 
ar. extent that there would be 
no profit for the seller at time 
of settlement and that GHI 
would have difficulty collecting 
the deferred charges/ 

Several members suggested 
that both sellers and realtors 
need to be reminded that monthly 
charges cannot be routinely 
waived until resale. A seller 
orientation, letters and a special 
seminar for realtors were sug¬ 
gested, The matter was referred 
to the Finance Committee for 
further discussion and review. 

Staff Reports 

Third quarter staff reports

staff answered and directed over 
5.000 calls during the three- 
month period. Thirteen written 
complaints were received. 12 of 
which have been resolved. In the 
technical ^services area, staff re¬ 
ported 336 citations to members 
for yard violations and 273 com- 
pjiances* Sheds and fences con¬ 
tinue to be the main problems. 
Stiuctural and mechanical prob¬ 
lems are most frequently report¬ 
ed by members in calls to the 
maintenance department. The de¬ 
partment received 3,792 calls for 
service. On continuing mainte¬ 
nance programs staff reported 
that the crawl space and exterior 
inspections program was com¬ 
pleted as well as the spring 
clean-up. gutter cleaning, and 
trim paint programs. The pro¬ 
gram to replace frame porch 
roofs and repair sidewalks is 95 
percent complete, with swale work 
about 50 percent complete.

HELP! I’VE FALLEN 

by Helen Geller 

HELP! I’ve Fallen! . . . “and 
I can’t get up!” This phrase, 
which seems to have worked its 
way into our popular culture, is 
associated with television ads 
touting the virtues of Personal 
Emergency Response Systems or 
PERS, and indeed is a short¬ 
hand description of these devices. 
But what exactly is a PERS and 
how does it work 1 * Is it of value, 
how much does one cost, where 
can it be obtained? These and 
many other questions were an¬ 
swered by Lee Norrgard, direc¬ 
tor of Consumer Affairs at 
American Association of Retired 
Persons (AARP) at a presenta¬ 
tion of “Not for Seniors Only” 
sponsored by the Greenbelt Sen¬ 
ior Citizen’s Advisory Commit¬ 
tee. 

A PERS is a two-part elec¬ 
tronic signaling device which 
calls for help in the event of an 
emergency: a small transmitter 
(or portable help button) which 
is carried by the user and a con¬ 
sole receiving unit connected to 
the user’s telephone. Usually it 
is a push button on a pendant, 
which works somewhat like a 
garage door opener, with an ef- 
^tive range of about 150 feet, 
either inside toe hous^ or c o^e 
by outdoors. The console, which 
is an automatic dealing machine 
(which works even if the phone 
is off the hook), starts to dial 
er e or more prcselewod telephone 
numbers, which are usually 
emergency response centers. 

The PERS Center will have 
information previously provided 
by the client placed in a compu¬ 
ter. which can be brought up on 
the monitor in orrie" to review 
the I vor’s file*. This information 
would include a medical history 
as well as a list of drugs being 
taken and names a no telephone 
numbers yf local emergency ser¬ 
vices and d^iguatel people to 
be notified m the event of an 
emergency. 

Problems 

A PERS can be an invaluable 
adjunct to other services for old¬ 
er people living alone, providing 
peace of mind not only to the 
user but to family and friends 
who worry about precisely the 
type of emergency this device 
^ designed to handle. However, 
there are pitfalls for anyone who 
desires to acquire such a service, 
About 30 different manufactur¬ 
ers nationwide produce these 
systems. Some are bought out¬ 
right, some rented. Questions 
may arise concerning perform¬ 
ance, reliability, durability, and 
optional accessories. 

Fortunately help is at hand. 
Norrgard and his Consumer Af¬ 
fairs Program Department have 
put together a comprehensive 
booklet evaluating (but not en¬ 
dorsing) 20 different companies 
and their products. This infor¬ 
mation is based on work by a 
consulting firm which tested 
samples provided to AARP and 
judged these samples according 
to their performance rating.

Fifty Years Ago 
In Greenbelt 

by James Giese 

May, 1942—GreenbelteTS had 
to register for sugar ration 
cards early in the month. April 
27 was the last day sugar could 
be purchased without ration 
coupons. At that time one ton 
of sugar was sold by the co-op 
in five pound lots. Under ration¬ 
ing, one-half pound of sugar 
would be allowed each person 
per week, and if you had on hand 
more than two pounds per per¬ 
son, you were required to re¬ 
port it. 

Marion Benson (Mrs. Samuel 
M. Hastings), now of Silver 
Spring, has provided recollec¬ 
tions in which she remembers 
her role in rationing. “In the 
spring, when rationing beg*an, I 
got a job with the Greenbelt 
Co-op after school on Saturday 
mornings to count ration stamps. 
Mrs. Addie Sowell was my boss, 
and I remember her dumping 
mountains of individual stamps 
in front of me, stamps that had 
been paid for meat, butter and 
sugar.” 

Thomas B. Ricker was appoint¬ 
ed acting general manager of 
Greenbelt Consumer Services. If 
he did well, he would receive 
full appointment. He was se¬ 
lected from a list of 21 candi¬ 
dates. He had been assistant 
manager and acting as the man¬ 
ager since George E. Hodson was

April. Ricker was serving his 
third year on the Greenbelt Town 
Council at the time. In May, 
a Farewell Dinner was held for 
Lt. Hodson. 

Marion Benson Hastings also 
recalls working for Ricker. “Oc¬ 
casionally I was called upon by 
Mr. Ricker, the manager of the 
Co-op at tke time, to take dic¬ 
tation, which scared me almost 
into trembling.” 

The Cooperator thanked 
Harry Rhodes of the Department 
of Public Works for the instal¬ 
lation of a stone retaining wall 
at Indian Springs. The construc¬ 
tion was considered attractive 
and looked natural in the setting 
provided at the base of the hill. 
The retaining wall still exist* 
today. 

Indian Springs, a popular pic¬ 
nic area for Greenbelters, was 
located at the end of a dirt road 
leaving Edmonston Road across 
from the High School (now 
Greenbelt Middle School). The 
springs could also be reached 


along the pathway built for high 
school students to walk to school; 
it was also a favorite spooning 
place. Buddy Attick, who later 
became Greenbelt's beloved Pub¬ 
lic Works Director and then was 
one of the first Greenbelt Po¬ 
lice Officers, patrolled the path¬ 
way on horseback. 

The springs still exist. They 
are located at the rear of the 
Golden Triangle behind the first 
of the twin office buildings. A 
picnic table used by office work¬ 
ers is located next to the path 
leading to the springs. 

With gasoline rationing to 
take effect in the middle of the 
month, the Greenbelt Citizens 
Association held a big meeting 
to discuss transportation issues 
A chief objective was to get in¬ 
creased bus servpe for those 
residents who could not get 
gasoline or tires. A committee 
was established to secure 1 for 
local drivers the most favorable 
gas rationing allowances possi¬ 
ble.
